With roference to the recent troubla (which 
nearly rose to the importance of a popular 
emeute) between 4! large~number—of Chinese 
hongs, dealing in skins, hides und othor export 
yroducts, in Hankow, and the two German firms 
of Arnhold, Karberg, and Co,, and Carlowits 
and Co., wherein the native hongs demand over 
Tis, 130,000 from the German firms for goods 
supplied them through their respective com- 
pradores, ono of whom had committed suicide, 
while the other had sbsconded, as already 
reportad, we now learn from Hankow that it is 


nnable to xay-—that the German firms in ques- 
tion have consented to pay Ts. 100,000 on the 
understanding that ‘bygones be bygones and 
trade, so far interrupted, is ullowed to continue 
in its normal course, We also understand that 
in reply (o a petition, conjeintly signed by over 
cone hundred «hinese hongs, setting forth their 
side of the case, Vicoroy Chang Chih-tang wrote 
in his Rescript that ‘‘siues in all cases where 
foreigners have been plaintiffs the Chinese 
| nuthorities invariably do ther best to force 
the Chinese debtors to pay what thoy owe to 
the . foreign pluintiffs, 60 he (the Viceroy) 
sincerely hopod the Consuls of all foreign firms 
would also do their best to see justico dealt out 
with impartiality and Chinese creditors get 
their dues, thereby wisely directing the channels 
of trade to flow amoothly, without check or 
hindrance.” His Excellency also asks in his 
Rexeript, if foreign firms be allowed to decline 
to be bound by: their compradores’ contracts 
with « hinese bongs, what ja to be doue in the 
future when Chinese are debtors of foreigners ? 
Finally, the Hankow Customs ‘Taotai, Shang, 
js instructed to convey his Excellency’s senti- 
ments ag quoted above to the Gernun Consul :

STATEMENT BY LORD LANSDOV NE, 

The following letter has, by direction of the 
Marquess of Landowne, been addressed to the 
Chaisber of Shipping of the United Kingdom, 
to the Association of Chambers of Commeres of 
the. United Kingdom, end to certain other 

ssociations :— Peery 
seer Foreign Office, 25th November, 190-4. 

“ Sir,—On the 25th ultimo a letter was re- 
ceived by the Foreign Office from Messrs, 
“Woods, Tyler. and Brown, asking whether it 
wax permissible ‘for British shipowners to; 
charter their boats for such purposes as following: 
the Russian Fleet with coal eupplies;’ and by 
the Mayyuess of Lansdowne’s directions, they 
were informed that ‘it is not permissible -for 
British owners to charter their ressels for such 
ha purpose,” es s 

“In view of the uumorous,inguiries which 

Majesty's Govern- 
mont on this subject, 1 am instructed to explain 
that action of the kind described in Messrs. 
Woods’ letter might render those concerned 
liable to proceedings under sub-sections 3 und 4 
of the th section of ‘The’ Foreign Enlistment 
Aci, 1870’. (83 and 44 Viet. cap 9v). This 
section, so far as it is material, runs . as 
follows :— 

“3. If any person within Her Majesty's 
dominions, without the licence of Her Majesty, 
dows any of the following ucts; that is to suy — 

“(3) Eqoips any ship with dntent or know- 
ledge, or having reasonublo canse-to Leliove., 
that the sam4 shall or will be employed in 
the military or naval service of any foreign 
Stute at war with any friendly State ; or, 

“(4) Despatches, or causes or allowa to be 
dcapatched, any ship with intent or kuow- 
ledge, or having rensonuble cnuse to believe 
that the samo shall or will be employed in 
the military or naval service of any, foreign 
State at wur with any friendly State ; 

“Such person shall been deemei to hare com- 
witted an offence aguinst this Act, and the 
following consequences shall ensue — 

“(1) ‘Lhe offender’ shall be punishable by fine 
aiid imprisonment, or either of synch punish. 
ments, at the discretion of the Court before 
which the offender is convicted; and impri-

and all words relating to equipping. shall be 
construed accordingly, ; 

“«Ship and equipment’ shall include a ship

“& similar question arose in 1870 during the 
Franeo-German war, and on the Ist, August of 
that yaar a question on the subject was put. to.

If either of:the belligerents capture those vesvils 
supplying coal, the questiorf whether it is contra- 
band of war will be a question for the considera- 
tion of the Court of captors But the honow- 
able gentleman has culled attention to a. 
particular case; and although the exportation 
of coal is-not gonorally.prohibited, exporters 
being warned that if it he supplied ‘to oither of 
the belligeranta they run the risk of cupture, 
yet of cowrse the case reported, whieh I can 

neither affirm nor deny;'as I have no more 
knowledge of it than he hus -thut is to say the 
knowledge ‘derived from general rumour—pre- 
sents itself. under a somewhut different aspect, 
and in that form the question has been referred 
They have 
given: their opinion, which we have adopted, 
that if colliery are chartered for the pui pose 
of attending the fleet ‘of a belligerent, and 
supplying that fleet with coal for the purpose-of 
enrbling it: to pursue its hostile operations, 
such colliers would, to'all practices] imtents 
and purposes, hecome storeships. to that. 
Heet, and if that fact were established they
